Meékico City, who arrived on the 
border yesterday, is being held pending 
an investigation of neutrality violations 
in Mexico and along the border. Secrecy 
was maintained by United States of- 
ficials here regarding the arrest of 
Griese, and no one’ was permitted to see 
him. No formal charges have yet been 
filed ‘before the United States Commis- 
sioner. 

When Griese arrived here last night 
he was taken in charge -by Department 
of . Justice agents, his baggage was 
seized and he was locked up in jafl. 
Today he was transferred to the Fed- 
eral Building. 

The investigation which is being. made 
by Chief Inspector ‘Stone and others of 
the Department of Justice is said to deal 
with alleged violations. of neutrality in 
Mexico in the interest of thé German 
Empire, 

Griese was formerly a clerk in. the 
German Consulate in Juarez, and for 
the past three years has been connected 
with the South American Bank of Mex- 
ico City, a German institution. He is 
well known among bankers on the 
border who do business with Mexican 
dnstitutions. While he was being held 
in the Federal Building a number of 
pro-German residents of El Paso called 
and offered to furnish bond for Griese 
‘in any amount, but as.there had been 
| no formal gharges filed ugainst the Ger- 
| mani no bond’ could be arranged. He will 
be detained over night. It was hinted 
tonight by Federal officerg that letters 
had. been found in .Griese’s baggage 
which had a bearing’on the activities’ of

Secretary Baker today haa numérous 
telegrams from State Governors asking 
that the entire ‘militia organization: of 
their respective States ‘should. be called 
into: service., A very long telegram came 
from Governor Willis of Ohio. urging 
that the Firs ent of Infantry be 
also called into» Federal ‘service. © Ohio 
has two brigades and a Fopiment of in- 
fantry.

Baker Cohsults President. 


Secretary of War Baker late tonight 
refused. to confirm or comment on re- 
ports from San Antonio that Major Gen. 
Funston had called for the immediate 
dispatch to the border of approximately 
63,000 of the militia troops, which have 
been ordered mobilized. 

After a conference with President 
Wilson laté tonight at the White House, 
Mr. Baker, however, made the positive 
statement that no order had gone for* 
ward tonight from the War Department 
for the movement of any State troops 
to the border. The Secretary went to 
the White House at 10:20 o'clock to 
acquaint the President with the mili- 
tary situation as reported by General 
Funston. At the time Mr. ker ar- 
rived the President had gone to a the- 
atre with members of his family, Ke- 
turning to. the White House at 10:30 
o’elock he found Secretary Baker: await- 
ing him. Less.than ten minutes later 
the’ Secretary emerge .frony the White 
House and went to’ the War Depart-} 
ment, where he rémained half an hour. 

The brevity of the conference at the 
White “House gave the impression that 
Secretary Baker reported that the_bor- 
der situation was unchanged. While 
there was no official ———— that 
General Funston had asked for imme- 
diate movement of- militia forces:to the 
border, the impression is strong that

SUSPECT A TORPEDO 
SANK THE SEACONNET 


Officials to Examine Bits of 
Metal Found in Hull of: the 
" American Steamer. 


LONDON, June 20.—The officers and 
crew of the American steamer Seaconnet, 
which went ashore on the Scroby sands 
Sunday aftér heing damaged by an ex- 
terior explosion, reported at the: Ameri- 
can Consulate hére today.

SUFFRAGISTS MAKE THREAT. 


Ready to Oppose Wilson if Congress 
Does Not Ald Them. 


Spécial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The Cons 
gressional Union for Woman Suffrage 
and the Woman’s Party announcéd to- 
night that they were prepared to enter 
the campaign against the Democratic 
Party if the Democrats persist in block- 
ing the passage of the Susan B. 
Anthony constitutional amendment. If 
Congress doés not act on this measure 
before adjournment, Miss Alice Paul, 
Miss Martin and their other speakers 
will stump the suffrage States against 
President Wilson. 

‘Democratic leaders cannot fool wo- 
men who desire the ballot by an absurd 
platform plank,” said Mrs. 0. H. P. 
Belmont. ‘“ Western women will not 
accept the State-by-State method for 
suffrage. Such a plan would amount 
to a denial of woman suffrage to East- 
ern women. By that method the West- 
ern women would not be relieved of the 
discrimination against their own politi- 
cal rights.

Evidently Brown University is filled 
with enthusiasm over the honor which 
has been paid to one of its graduates. 

Mr. Hughes received the newspaper- 
men at the Barker estate late this 
afternoon. Whenever politics was men- 
tioned, he would switch the conversation 
to some other topic, such as the merits 

of Nartagansett Bay and the woods 
through which he and his classmates 
passed during a two-hour stroll. He 
said he had enjoyed the clams served 
at the bake. ome of his elassmates 
wanted to take a dip in the bay, and a 
beach had been —— for them, but, 
on account of the chill air, the swim 
was called off, the walk through the 
woods being substituted for it. 

The ex-Justice joined with a vigorous 
voice in the college songs at ‘his class 
reunion.

make a statement, either by counsel or 
in person. Speaker Clark said tonight 
he would turn the warrant over to the 
Sergeant at Arms tomorrow. 


Public Reprimand Predicted. 


It is expected,that a public reprimand 
will. be the sentence imposed on Mr. 
Marshall when he is brought before the 
House. . The action is the outgrowth .of 
impeachment proceedings , brought 
against him by Representative Buchanan, 
and the sub-committee which investi- 
gated them and whose motives he im- 
pugned already has ‘recommended 
against infbeachment. 

Although House leaders have. indicated 

they would be satisfied with a repri- 
mand, a more severe punishmient, in- 
cluding imprisonment, might im- 
posed should the House so décide. A 
vote on that question will be taken 
later. 

The impeachment proceedings were 
started * Representative Buchanan 
after the District Attorney’s investiga- 
uon of the alleged unneutral activities of 

bor’s National Peace Council, which 
resulted im the indictment of Represen- 
tative Buchanan and others, harges 
against Mr. Marshall related to the 
genera! conduct of his office. and par- 
ticularly his conduct of the Rae Tanzer 
perjury case. 

Contempt charges were preferred after 
the District Attorney had written a let- 
ter to tne investigating sub-committee 
branding its work as “ irregular and ex-— 
traordinary " and declaring it was at- 
tempting to proteet a. member of Cong- 
-gresa*by ruining’a District Attorney. 

Although the sub-committee has recom- 
mended that the impeachment charges be 
dropped, Representative Buchanan has 
asked tor a hearing before the’ full 
Judiciary Committee and both he and 
Mr. Marshall- will be permitted to make 
statements Friday. 


Partisanship Not Inyolvwed. 


A lengthy debate preced the action 
of the House today, in which Mr. Mar- 
shall’s course was both assailed and 
defended. Most of. the eighty-five votes 
cast against the contempt report of the 


select committee came from: the Republi 
can side, although no attempt was made 
te inject partisanship into the question. 
That District Attorney Marshall 
labored. under great provocation when 
he criticised the judiciary sub-commit- 
tee was contended by Representative 
Graham of Pennsylvania, a minority 
member of the Judiciary ~Committee. 
Mr. Graham. usserted that the sub-com- 
mittee was subject to criticism, first, be- 
cause it held open instead of closed ses- 
sions in New York and spread broad- 
cast stories told by enemies of the 
District Attorney’s office; second, be- 
cause it invaded the sanctity of the 
Grand Jury recom and attempted to 
force Grand Jurors to. reveal. their 
methods of returning indictments. Both 
of these things were indignantly con- 
demned by Mr. Marshall in his letter to 
the’ sub-committee of March Mr. 
Marshall’s letter, according to Mr. 
Graham, was the natural protest of 
any red-blooded man who -felt that 
he was being unjustly attacked,’’ 
‘Speakers who tavored the ‘adoption of 
the report holding Mr. Marshall guilty 
of contempt of the House ——— that 
his remarks constituted an insult to the 
dignity of that body and should not go 
unpunished. Mr. Graham admitted what 
he termed the Intemperateness of some 
of. Mr. Marshall's strictures upon the 
sub-committee, but said the case pre- 
sented was not one of contempt. 
In defense of the District Attorney 
Representative Graham said in part: 


Arraigns Committce’s Course.: 


“It was an unfortunate decision that 
caused this committee. to go to New 
York. That was the beginning on their 
part of. the commission of errors which, 
are the excuse for what -Mr.’ Marshall 
wrote. When. these proceedings: were 
carried on in New York, two things 
transpired that I think were wrong. No 


doubt the committee felf itself justified 
in holding open meetings, and in calling 
Grand Jurorg before them for examina- 
tion, but I submit that in both they 
error. it was stimulating indignation, 
it was calculated ‘to create anger.

Life insurance transactions during the 
year are considered remarkable, when 
compared with the record of 1914, be- 
cause of the large increase in insurance 
revived and written, the large increase 
of insurance in force at the close of the 
year, a 70 per cent. decrease of the per- 
centage of increase of the paymerfts for 
surrender values, a 50 per cent. decrease 
of the percentage of the increase of the 
policy loan account, and the large in- 
crease of the amount ef premium sav- 
ings apportioned for payment during 
1916. The amount paid out exceedea 
that of 1914 by’ $47,000,000, 

As life insurance is regarded as a 
barometer of business conditions the 
record last year was that of a high 
wave of prosperity. 

Canadian companies report new and 
revived issues of $20,000,000, contrasting 
noticeably with a decréase of $3,000,000 
in 1014. This is largeity due to the war, 
in which the Canadian corntingénta have 
been conspicuous. The Canadian pay- 
ments. for death claims and matured 
Pendowments increased about $2,000,000, 
while the distributions of premium éav- 
ings exceeded those of 1914 by nearly 
$2,575,000. 

The increase of loans on policies is 
the smallest since 1909, and is accounted4 
for by the bettermént of business condi- 
tions that overcame the depression of 
1913 and was developed to a large extent 
suddenly by the beginning: of the Bu- 
ropean war in July, 1914. 

Amounts paid out on single policies 
during 1915 were very large. The larg-

It was told the Grand Jury that thou- 
sands of workers were-ready to quit and 
wished to return to work, but that they 
had been frightened by the union. pick- 
ets; that the: Police Department had 
been asked repeatedly for protection, but 
that sufficient protection was not forth- 
coming. I. M. Getskay, an official of 
‘the Protective Association,.was said to 
have been thé most importgnt witness 
in the investigation which was begun 
last -.week. Mr. Getskay refused last 
night to affirm or deny that he had ap- 
peared. 

Officials of the association hope that 
the Grand Jury proceedings may result 
in a curtailment of the liberty and priv- 
ileges it says the union pickets receive. 
Thousands of them stand in front of the 
association-members’ shops to ‘' per- 
suade ” needle workers, not to go back 
to work, the officials said. ~The Grand 
Jury was told that in the strike of. 1910 
the union inaugurated a reign gf ter- 
ror and that the same program was 
contemplated for the 1916 strike.
